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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicants' arguments have been fully considered. Applicants' arguments with regard to Matsugu are 
persuasive. The Examiner therefore withdraws the rejections relying on Matsugu. Applicants' arguments with regard to Fu are not 
persuasive. With regard to the claimed "multiple magnification reference arrangement data," the examiner notes that Fu teaches that 
patterns are detected when output is 100%, 75%, 50%, 125% and 150% scale (column 7, lines 53-57), and that the template database 57 
contains the reference template matrices for each reference pattern that is to be detected from the scanner output (column 9, lines 1-3).. 
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
